Dr.  Blanton  was  born  in  Richmond  on  June  3, 
1890.  His  education  included  an  A.B.,  Hampden- 
Sydney,  1910;  M.A.,  University  of  Virginia,  1912; 
M.D.,  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  1916. 
He  served  with  the  ,\rmy  in  \Vorlcl  War  I  and 
after  graduate  work  in  New  York,  Berlin,  and 
Edinburgh,  entered  the  practice  of  internal  medi- 
cine in  Richmond  in   1920. 

He  was  appointed  to  the  MCV  faculty  in  that 
same  year.  He  became  Professor  of  Clinical  Medi- 
cine in  1940  and  was  made  Emeritus  Professor  of 
Medicine  in  1958.  He  also  held  appointment  as 
Professor  of  History  of  Medicine  from  1933  to  1938. 

Dr.  Blanton's  outstanding  contributions  as  a  phy- 
sician and  teacher  were  compared  with  achieve- 
ment as  historian,  author,  and  civic  benefactor.  In 
addition  to  membership  in  many  medical  organi- 
zations, including  fellowship  in  the  American  Col- 
lege of  Physicians,  he  was  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary 
and  President  of  the  X'irginia  Historical  Society. 
He  died  January  6,  1960. 


Dr.  Gatewood  was  born  in  James  City  County 
December  7,  1887.  He  was  awarded  the  M.D.  de- 
gree at  the  Medical  Clollege  of  Virginia  in  1910. 
After  internship  he  entered  general  practice  before 
retiuiiing  to  New  York  to  specialize  in  otolaryn- 
gology. After  completing  his  New  York  residency 
he  took  bronchoscopy  training  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  under  Chevalier  fackson  and  later  at- 
tended the  Haslinger  Clinii   in  Vienna. 

He  joined  the  MCV  faculty  in  1920,  became  Pro- 
fessor of  Clinical  Otology,  Rhinology  and  Laryn- 
gology in  19M,  and  was  m;ide  Emeritus  Professor 
in  1958. 

Dr.  Gatewooil  was  highly  regarded  in  the  com- 
munity as  a  physician  and  citizen.  His  many  medi- 
cal society  affiliations  included  fellowship  in  the 
American  College  of  Surgeons  and  membership  in 
the  American  Laryngological  Society,  a  senior 
national  society  of  limited  membership.  He  died 
January  5,   1960.

Dr.  Porter  P.  Vinson 

Dr.  Vinson  was  born  in  Davidson,  N.  C.,  Janu- 
ary 24,  1890.  His  academic  attainments  included 
a  B.S.  1909;  M.A.,  1910;  and  D.Sc.  1925,  all  at 
Davidson  College;  M.D.,  University  of  Maryland 
Medical  School,  1914.  His  internship  and  residency 
were  accomplished  at  Trudeau  Sanitorium,  Mon- 
treal General  Hospital,  and  the  Mayo  Clinic,  the 
latter  interrupted  by  service  in  World  War  I. 

After  twenty  years  as  Chief  of  Bronchoscopy  at 
the  Mayo  Clinic,  Dr.  Vinson  came  to  Richmond  in 
1936  to  head  this  service  as  a  Professor  of  Medicine 
at  the  Medical  Clollege  of  Virginia  until  his  death 
August  28,  1959. 

His  great  energy,  professional  competence,  and 
dedication  to  the  College  made  him  a  real  factor  in 
its  development  over  the  past  twenty-three  years. 
Many  appearances  before  medical  groups  and  more 
than  one  hundred  published  papers  accoimt  for 
widespread  recognition  of  Dr.  Vinson's  part  in  the 
development  of  the  specialty  of  endoscopy.  He  was 
a  Fellow  of  the  American  C^oilege  of  Physicians.

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Someday  you  may  be  asked,  "What  do  you  remember 
about  the  year  1959-1960?"  You  might  even  turn  to  this 
very  page  in  this  very  book  to  refresh  your  mind's  eye; 
because,  neinons  do  degenerate,  and  the  brain  does  de- 
hydrate, and  the  memory  gro^vs  cUm.  E\en  now,  ^vhen 
engrams  are  newly  impressed,  many  snvill  tletails  are  lost 
and  much  history  thus  drops  into  oblivion. 

Once  a  sage  Solomon  said,  "There  is  no  remembrance 
of  former  thmgs:  neither  shall  there  be  any  remembrance 
of  things  that  are  to  come  with  those  that  shall  come 
after."  Th-'s  historical  pessimism  may  have  arisen  from 
the  lack  of  oral  care,  work,  or  service.  This  fact  not- 
withstanding, he  continued  with,  "To  everything  there  is 
a  season,  and  a  time  to  every  purpose  under  the  heaven." 
Our  primary  professional  year  was  marked  by  specific 
seasons  also. 

"A  time  to  rend,  and  a  time  to  sew.  ' 

It  seemed  that  we  were  immediately  met  by  an  abun- 
dance of  rending  and  cutting  in  gross  anatomy.  We  soon 
"got  it"  and  learned  to  heed  the  words  of  wisdom  as  if 
they  came  from  Solomon  himself.  Many  of  us  were 
certain  that  the  alar  fascia  was  a  misnomer.  It  could 
have  been  more  distinguishedlv  named  for  its  discoverer. 
Except  for  name  tags  on  lab  jackets,  we  personally  did 
little  sewing.  The  sanguine  filnx  on  radical  dissection 
had  enough  stitches  to  last  the  entire  year. 

"A  time  to  weep,  and  a  t-me  to  laugh." 

Neuroanatomy  gave  cause  for  much  weeping.  Tears 
flowed  freely  after  the  first  practical,  when  many  found 
that  what  had  looked   like  a   plaster  egg  really  was  a 


plaster  egg.  After  the  fiasco  that  was  the  second  practical, 
the  professor  graciously  demonstrated  with  his  black- 
board pointer  why  it  was  all  necessary.  The  arrowhead, 
it  seems,  was  gone  and  nothing  but  the  shaft  was  left. 
Still  other  lacrimal  glands  were  stimulated  over  the  ne- 
cessity of  buying  sufjstage  lamps,  extra  notes,  and,  the 
crowning  blow,  a  set  of  plastic  ears.  Saline  solution 
crept  down  colored  pencils  and  splashed  on  hypothala- 
mus drawings  that  meant  nothing  until  the  social  chair- 
man added  "the  green  dot  of  the  brachial  plexus. 

Not  tears  though,  but  laughter  was  the  chief  charac- 
teristic of  our  class.  Many  lectures  were  memorable  in 
this  respect.  One  had  to  do  with  the  loss  of  a  dental  ap- 
pliance (obj.)  down  the  digestive  track  or  the  respiratory 
system.  Depending  upon  which  track  it  entered,  it  could 
be  retrieved  in  fair  shape  and  used  again.  For  some 
reason  the  Tasmanian  Wom;bat,  African  Warthog,  or 
Aardvark  elicited  a  laugh  at  almost  anytime.  With  great 
humor  the  dean  of  oral  anatomy  could  deliver  a  lecture 
an  the  mesial  surface  of  the  second  mandibular  premo- 
lar, or  relate  the  story  of  a  student  being  thrown  into  a 
lake.  Most  of  us  achieve  immense  enjoyment  from  seeing 
who  won  the  race  to  biochemistry. 

"A  time  to  kill,  ami  a  time  to  heal." 

The  conclusion  ot  the  whole  matter  of  this  primary 
year  is  this:  By  our  presence  in  this  class,  idealistically 
speaking,  we  have  professed  to  our  hope  of  healing  man. 
Let  us  kill  all  baser  motives  and  make  the  rest  of  our 
years  a  history  of  healing.

Tiventv-nine  young  w^omen  discharged  from  institution  on  June 
."),  I960  in  definately  improved  condition.  Have  grown  smaller  in 
number  for  various  reasons.  Some  found  the  treatinent  lo  be  worse 
than  the  disease  and  left  without  medical  advice.  Others  were 
found  to  be  beyond  help  and  were  discharged  with  little  treat- 
inent. Some  were  found  to  possess  the  symptom  of  desire  "to  get 
married",  and  this  symptom  grew  lo  sucli  great  proportions  that 
the  original  symptom  became  secondary. 

Treatment  during  the  four  years  consisted  of  large  original  do.ses 
of  theory,  then  gradually  decreasing  maintanance  doses  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  course;  small  do,ses  of  hospital  experience  increasing 
gradually  as  tolerated  by  the  group;  tremendous  exposure  to  super- 
vision; occasional  diversional  activities  and  change  of  einironmcnt 
prn,  such  as  library. 

The  group  who  .so  proudly  walked  out  of  the  inslilution.  pio- 
nounced  "cured",  found  the  treatment,  although  difficult,  well 
worth  the  results.  The  original  complaint,  "to  become  nurses",  had 
abated;  but  another  symptom,  "to  be  nurses",  had  replaced  it. 
However,  the  class  of  1960  knows  how  to  relieve  this  feeling  and 
many  of  them  plan  to,  by  continuing  to  improve  their  know- 
ledge and  skills  as   they   practice   their  profession.

The  As- 
sociate Sophomores  were  sent  to  such  departments  as 
pediatrics,  obstetrics,  and  psychiatry,  and  some  even  went 
to  the  operating  room.  Then  there  were  the  Bacca- 
laureate Sophomores  who  were  put  on  the  staff  floors. 
Just  as  had  been  expected,  other  symptoms  appeared. 
They  complained  of  feelings  of  inadequacy  and  igno- 
rance; the  instructors  recorded  the  same.  ,\t  times  they 
became  quite  discouraged,  especially  when  told  that  they 
might  remain  indefinitely,  but  all  the  girls—  at  least 
outwardly— adjusted  beautifully  to  the  idea  of  their  fate. 
Attention  was  paid  to  diversional  activities  and  many 
books  were  provided  for  them  to  enjoy.  Effort  was  made 
to  keep  them  active  so  as  not  to  develop  pneumonia, 
phlebitis,  renal  calculi,  and  decubitus  ulcers.  They  were 
taught  thoroughly  the  art  of  coughing  and  deep  breath- 
ing. None  of  theiu  needed  to  be  coaxed  to  drink  plenty 
of  liquids.  All  seemed  to  be  progressing  nicely  until 
tests  were  given  them  which  revealed  other  undesirable 
symptoms  such  as  loss  of  memory,  the  tendency  to  give 
up  too  easily,  and  lack  of  interest  in  anything  involving 
much  effort.  The  imjjortance  of  overcoming  these  things 
was  impressed  upon  them.  Problems  of  old  age  arose 
and  signs  of  mental  deterioration  showed  up  among 
members  of  the  class.   As  their  condition  impiovetl  they 


were  gi\en  the  chance  to  obser\e  tlic  plight  ol  patients 
around  them.  It  was  interesting  and  educational  but  not 
particularly  stimulating  to  their  morale  since  they  ob- 
served the  same  symptoms  in  themselves.  It  was  sur- 
prising how  many  fatal  diseases  eacli  sophomore  claimed 
at  one  time,  and  much  more  startling  was  the  lact  that 
the  mortality  rate  was  so  low. 

Months  went  by  and  all  that  was  seen  by  the  Sopho- 
mores was  bedpans,  hypodermic  needles,  suction  ma- 
chines, IV  standards,  Levin  tubes,  stretchers,  and  in- 
structors, to  name  only  a  few.  Books  were  still  being 
read  diligently  into  the  wee  hours  of  the  morning  and 
the  constitution  of  each  girl  was  supported  by  large 
doses  of  caffeine  anrong  other  things.  Some  ol  the  Sopho- 
mores were  allowed  to  leave  the  hospital  in  |ime  after  it 
had  been  decided  that  all  the  teaching  that  could  be 
done  had  been  done.  The  ones  who  remained  were 
happy  for  them,  of  course,  and  began  longing  for  the  day 
of  their  own  discharge,  ^\'hen  the  warm  days  and  nights 
of  summer  rolled  around  they  began  to  get  restless  and 
felt  that  it  must  be  about  time  for  them  to  leave.  Orders 
left  for  them  specified  that  the  month  ol  .August  woukl 
be  spent  in  another  environment,  that  maybe  all  that 
they  actually  needed  was  a  temporary  change  of  climate. 
So,  all  the  remaining  Sophomores  left  MCV  hospital  still 
a  little  weak  in  the  knees,  but  otherwise  in  fairly  good 
condition.

0\'erflowiiig  with  the  vigor,  enthusia.sm,  and  antici- 
pation which  only  aspirant  young  nurses  seem  to  pos- 
sess, the  freshman  class  of  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia, School  of  Nursing,  embarked  upon  her  challeng- 
ing new  life.  The  day  was  September  8,  1959;  the 
spirit  was  immortal.

Now  "Freshman  Niasing"  awaits  her  sophomore 
year.  There  will  be  other  obstacles  and  trials  to  con- 
quer, but  already  the  lamp  shines  brighter  to  illinnine 
the  ^vav.

In  1947,  the  Virgiiii;t  Hospital  Association  requested  the  Medical  College  ol  Virginia  to  establish  a 
course  of  formal  training  in  the  field  of  Hospital  Administration.  The  advance  of  health  care,  and  es- 
pecially the  remarkable  increase  in  the  number  of  hospitals  in  the  United  States  with  the  corresponding 
investment  of  community  resources,  required  a  more  cons'stent  application  of  sound  business  and  general 
management  practices.  Largely  through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Mr.  Charles  P.  Cardwell,  Jr.,  Director  of 
the  Hosjjjtal  Division  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  the  first  classes  began  on  January   1,   1950. 

In  the  beginning,  the  course  had  two  ]3hases  consisting  of  six  months  intensive  classroom  work 
followed  by  a  one  year  residency  in  one  or  more  affiliated  hospitals  where  practical  experience  was  gained. 
Upon  successful  completion  of  this  program,  a  certificate  in   Hospital  Administration  was  awarded. 

The  course  grew  in  stature  and  usefulness  and  was  approved  in  1952  as  a  degree  course  by  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  Board  of  Visitors.  The  school's  first  director  was  Dr.  Joseph  K.  Owen,  who  further  en- 
hanced its  growth.  The  current  director,  Mr.  Robert  S.  Hudgens,  has  served  the  field  of  Hospital  Admin- 
istration long  and  well,  and  now  lends  his  knowledge  and  efforts  to  the  continued  progression  of  the 
school.  At  present,  the  school  of  Hospital  Administration  is  an  accredited  graduate  school  conferring 
a  master  of  Hospital  Administration  degree  after  successful  completion  of  the  nine  months'  academic 
phase,  the  writing  of  an  acceptable  master's  degree  thesis,  and  a  twelve  months'  residency  in  an  approved 
hospital.

Trading  tlic  bobby  socks,  skirts  and  sweaters  ol  previous  college  days  lor  the  white  of  oiu'  chosen 
profession,  the  '(iO  Class  of  Medical  Technology  assembled  lor  the  first  time  in  September  1959.  After 
introductions  of  students  and  faculty,  we  visited  the  hospital  labs  which  in  March  were  to  become  our 
stamping  grounds.  The  same  day  lectures  began  and  soon  thereafter  we  fell  into  the  routine  of  lectures 
and  labs  tor  the  first  six  months  of  our  training.  In  the  lectures  we  became  acquainted  with  the  five 
thousand  new-  words  that  Dr.  Kupfer  promisesd  us.  We  began  abbreviating  terms  such  as  EKG,  BUN,  and 
CBC  that  were  so  confusing  to  us  but  so  essential  to   the  veterans. 

Urinalysis,  Hematology,  Blood  Banking,  Serology,  Chemistry,  Bacteriology,  Parasitolog).  and  Patho- 
logy, coursed  by  so  swiftly  that  they  left  our  crammed  heads  swimming.  Too  soon  for  some  and  at  last 
for  others  November  arrived  with  our  first  experience  at  "sticking."

To  some  of  us  September  will 
mean  an  additional  degree— Mrs.:  but  for  all  of  us  it  will  mean  that  u'e  are  finally  equippetl  to  be  a 
useful  part  of  ihc  medical  team.

The  ^^edical  College  ol  Virginia  Hospital  offers  a  one  year  course  in  hospital  dietetics  to  young  ivonien 
who  have  a  B.S.  degree  from  an  accredited  college  or  iini\ersity  and  who  can  meet  certain  specific  course 
requirements.  The  coiuse  is  appro\ed  by  the  American  Dietetic  Association,  and  upon  completion  of  the 
cotn-se,  iirterns  are  elegible  for  membership  in  the  Association,  and  may  hold  jjositions  in  (lass  "A"  hospitals 
in   the  capacity  of  administrati\e,   therajieiitic,   clinic,   or  teaching  dietitions. 

Each  September,  the  course  is  begim  and  students  li\e  in  one  of  the  college  tlormitories.  During  training, 
students  receive  a  mixture  of  lecture  and  practical  experience  in  the  various  ikpartments.  Instruction  is  given 
under  the  supervision  of  graihiate  dietitions   in   the   Department  of  Dietetics. 

,\fter  satisfactory  lompletion  of  the  course,  dietetic  interns  are  gianted  a  certificate  from  the  Hospital 
Division  and  are  elegible  for  membershiij  in  the  Medical  C^olletje  of  Viroinia  .\lumni  Association.

The  ability  to  judge  intervals  of  time  is  a  basic 
mental  function.  In  order  to  learn  how  drugs 
affect  this  "internal  clock,"  SK&F  scientists  use 
a  test  in  which  a  monkey  must  hit  a  lever  after 
an  interval  of  20  seconds  to  obtain  food.
